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CHAPTER I. 


Or THE GOVERNMENT OF THE COLLEGE, 


I. j HE Government of the College ſhall be 
veſted in the Preſident, Profeſſors and Tutors, duly 
elected, qualified and introduced into office, accord- 
ing to the rules eſtabliſhed by the Corporation. 


II. Tux Preſident ſhall have power to direct in 
all matters relating to the College; to govern the 
undergraduate Students, and the reſident Graduates, 
and to puniſh all crimes and offences, committed by 
them againſt the laws of the College; unleſs in caſes, 
in which the concurrence of the Profe and Tu- 
tors is made neceſſary by law. * 


III. Tur Profeſſors and Tutors, ſeverally, ſhall 
have power to govern the Undergraduate Students, 
and to puniſh them for any crime, where the penalty 
by law does not exceed thirty-four cents: Provided 
that they may not, in any caſe, proceed contrary to 
the advice and direction of the Preſident.

IV. Tux Preſident, at his diſcretion, ſhall have 
authority to appoint a meeting of the Preſident, Pro- 
feſſors and Tutors. All matters, which by law are 
referred to the Preſident, Profeſſors and Tutors, ſhall 
be brought before ſuch meetings, and determined by 
the major part of the members preſent, whereof the 
Preſident ſhall be always one, and concurring in ſuch 


determination: And when the members preſent ſhall 


be equally divided, the Preſident ſhall haye a caſting 
vote. The Profeſſor of Divinity, whenever he thinks 
proper, may be excuſed from attending ſuch meet- 
ings, when appointed for the determination of any 
matter of College-diſcipline and puniſhment. And 
in all other caſes it ſhall be the duty of the Profeſſors 
and Tutors, when requeſted by the Preſident, to 
give their opinion and advice, 


V. Evxxv judgment of expulſion, diſmiſſion for 
fault, and ruſtication for any term longer than nine 
months, ſhall be by the Preſident, Profeſſors and 
Tutors, and the ſame ſhall be in writing, and pubs 
liſhed In, AN manner as the Preſident ſhall dire&, 
Copies of all ſuch judgments, on application to the 
— no ſhall given to all = ons ao ip i 
And if any Student ſhall apprehend himſelf aggriev- 
ed by any ſuch judgment, he ſhall have liberty, at 
any time within thirty days, after the ſame ſhall have 
been given, of applying to the Preſident by a peti- 
tion, in writing, a new trial: And on ſuch peti- 
tion, the Preſident ſhall, within a convenient time, 
order a new trial to be had; and provided on ſuch 
new trial, the former judgment ſhall be confirmed, 
ſuch Student, ſtill apprehending himſelf aggrieved, 
or, in caſe he ſhall be a minor, his Parent, or Guar- 
dian ſhall have the liberty of bringing a petition to 
the Corporation, for relief; which petition he ſhall 
odge with the Preſident, within thirty days after the

VI. ANNUALLY, at the Commencement, ſhall be 
appointed a Committee (which ſhall conſiſt of not 
VEG than three members of the Corporation, whereof 
the Preſident ſhall be always one, and the other two, 
or more, ſhall be elected by ballot) called the Pru- 
dential Committee ; which ſhall be authoriſed, and 
required, to appoint a Tutor, Butler, or Inſpector 
of the College, whenever any of thoſe offices become 


vacant, at any other time, than at a meeting of the 


Corporation—to order ſuch repairs of the College, 


and other College-burldings and appurtenances, as 


they ſhall judge neceſſary - to audit the accounts of 
the Treaſurer, and the Steward—to make an annual 
ſtatement and report of the expenditures of the Col- 
lege, and ſtate of the Treaſury, and of the revenues 
and funds of the College—to examine and adjuſt all 
accounts, which any perſon or perſons have with the 
College and ſhall lay before them ; and where balan- 
ces ſhall be found due to any ſuch perſons, to give or- 
ders on the Treaſurer for the payment of them—to 
inſtitute, or cauſe to be inſtituted, in the name of the 


Corporation, ſuits for the recovery and preſervation 


of the College property and intereſt, whenever it ſhall 
be — do and manage all other matters 
and things, whereunto they are or ſhall be further 
authoriſed, or required, by law, or by any ſpecial 
reſolve of the Corporation. | 


VII. Tur Preſident ſhall be authoriſed to appoint 
the meetings of the Committee : and a major part of 
the Committee ſhall have power to act: and when 
any other members of the Corporation ſhall be preſent 


at meetings of the Committee, they ſhall haye the 


ſame power of acting, as the members of the Com-

mittee, in appointing a Tutor, Butler, or Inſpector 


of the College, and in all other matters, in which 
their advice and aſſiſtance ſhall be defired by the 


Committee. © | : 


VIII. Tie caſe of the death of the Preſident, it 


ſhall be the duty of the Prudential Committee to 
meet immediately, at the College; and to make ſuch 


regulations, and give ſuch orders and directions, as 
they ſhall judge neceſſary; which the Profeſſors, Tu- 
tors and Students ſhall obſerve, until there ſhall be a 
meeting of the Corporation; which meeting the Com- 
mittee ſhall call, as ſoon as may be convenient. 


IX. Waen any perſon ſhall have been elected to, 
and have accepted the office of a Tutor in the Col- 
lege, he ſhall continue in office, for a term not leſs 
than two years, unleſs he ſhall be permitted by the 
Corporation, or by the Prudential Committee, to re- 
ſign ſooner. And when any Tutor ſhall reſign the 
office, or enter upon it, at any other time than the 
Commencement, his part of the ſalary, for the year 
ending at the next Commencement, ſhall be appor- 
tioned to the time of his inſtruction, excluſive av — 
cations. |

Tutors : and no one ſhall be. admitted, unleſs he ſhall 


be found able to read, tranſlate, and parſe Tully, 
Virgil, and the Greek Teſtament, and to write true 
Latin in proſe ; and ſhall have alſo learned the rules 
of Vulgar Arithmetic ; and ſhall produce ſatisfactory 
evidence of a blameleſs life and converſation : nor un- 
til ſome ſufficient perſon ſhall have given to the Pre- 
ſident and Fellows a bond for the payment of his 
quarter-bills, approved by the authority of the Col- 
lege, from time to time, ſo long as he ſhall continue 
a member of the College. + 


II. Every Candidate, at his admiſſion, ſhall re- 
ceive a copy of the Laws of the College, which, be- 
ing ſigned by the Preſident, and by one or more o 
the Profeſfors, or Tutors, ſhall be the evidence of 
his admiſſion: and being admitted, he ſhall be obli- 
ged to pay all College-dues (except for victvalling) 
when. he ſhall be abſent, as well as preſent, fo long 
as he ſhall continue a member of the College. 


III. Every Candidate for admiſſion to an ad- 
vanced ſtanding ſhall be examined by the Preſident 
and one or more of the Profeſſors, or Tutors, or, un- 
der the direction of the Preſident, by two or more of 
the Profeſſors and Tutors : and no ſuch Candidate 
ſhall be admitted to ſuch ſtanding in the College, un- 
leſs he ſhall be found fully qualified in all branches 
of learning proper for the ſame; nor until he ſhall 
have firſt paid to the College-Treaſurer, a ſum equal 
to the whole of the Tuition-money, which ſhall have 
been paid by others of the Claſs, into which he is 
admitted. And when any Scholar, after a diſmiſſion 
from the College, ſhall be re- admitted, he ſhall firſt 
pay to the College-Treafurer, a fum equal to the 
whole of the Tuition-money, which he ſhould have 
paid, had he not been diſmiſſed. Any Scholar, 
however, who comes recommended from any other 
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College, may be admitted, without any pecunia 
Ae to the ſtanding, for which he mall be 
found qualified, on an examination, as before direct- 
ed for the admiſſion of Candidates to an advanced 
ſtanding. But no one, whether a Candidate for an 
advanced ſtanding, or coming from another College, 


or having been before diſmiſſed from the Fung. © 


Mall be admitted into the Senior Clafs, after 


ending of January Vacation. 


IV. No Student, admitted to an advanced ftand- 


ing, ſhall be allowed to recite, until he ſhall have 


paid, or ſecured to the ſatisfaction of the Treaſurer, 
the whole ſum, for which he ſhall have become in- 
debted by the third clauſe of the preceding law. 


V. MasTexs and Bachelors of Arts, who ſnall 
ſignify to the Preſident, their purpoſe of reſiding at 
the College, or in the City of New-Haven, with a 
view of purſuing literature, under his direction, and 
under the government of the College, and give a 
ſufficient bond to the Preſident and Fellows for the 
payment of their quarter-bills, ſhall be conſidered as 
reſident Graduates and Students of the College. 


VI. Evxxr Student, whether a Graduate, or Un- 
dergraduate, ſhall be ſubject to the laws and govern- 
ment of the College, and ſhew, in ſpeech and beha- 
viour, all proper tokens of reverence and obedience 
to the Prefident, Fellows, Profeffors, and Tutors of 
the College : And if any Student ſhall tranfgreſs this 
law, by treating them, or any of them, with reviling 
or reproachful language ; or by behaving contuma- 
ciouſly and contemptuouſly toward them, or by be- 
ing guilty of any kind of contempt of their perſons, 
or authority, he may be fined, or puniſhed by any 
other cenſure, even to expulſion, as the nature and 
aggravations of his crime may require. 
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CHAP. II. | . I = 
VII. TI Undergraduate-Students ſhall be divi- 
ded into four diſtinct Claſſes. The firſt year they 
ſhall be called Freſhmen ; the ſecond, Sophomores ; 
the third, Junior-Sophiſters, and the fourth, Senior- 
Sophiſters: And in order to preſerve a due ſubordi- 
nation among the Students, the Claſſes ſnall give and 
receive, in the courſe of their ei, thoſe 
tokens of reſpe& and ſubjection, which from common 
and approved uſage belong to their ſtanding in the 
College, And, if any Scholar ſhall not comply with 
this law, or ſhall be guilty of any abuſive ſpeech or 
behaviour toward his fellow-ſtudents, or toward any 
other perſon, he may be puniſhed by fine, or other- 


| wiſe, as the offence may require. 


VIII. Evzxy Freſhman ſhall be obliged to do any 
proper errand, or meſſage, for the Authority of the 
College; and likewiſe, within the limits of one mile 
from-the College, for he reſident _—_— 13 the 
two upper Claſſes, when required; which if any 
Freſhman ſhall refuſe, he = be puniſhed by fine, 
or otherwiſe, according to the degree of the offence : 
Provided, nevertheleſs, that no Graduate, or Under- 
graduate, ſhall ſend a Freſhman on errands, in ſtu- 
dying-hours. If any Graduate, or Undergraduate, 
ſhall tranſgreſs this law, he ſhall be fined, not exceed- 
ing ſixteen cents for each offence. And if any Gra- 
duate, or Undergraduate, ſhall abuſe any Freſhman, 
by ſending him on any needleſs, unreaſonable, or 
vexatious errand, or errands, he ſhall make ſatisfac- 
tion to the perſon abuſed ; which, if he ſhall refuſe, 
he ſhall, as the caſe may require, be deprived of the 
pon of ſending Freſhmen on errands, or be o- 


therwiſe puniſhed, at the diſcretion of the Preſident, . 
Profeſſors and Tutors, 


IX. Ir ſhall be the duty of the Senior-Claſs to 
inſpect the manners of the lower Claſſes, and eſpeci- 
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ally of the Freſhmen-Claſs; and to inſtruct them in 


the cuſtoms of the College, and in that graceful and 


decent behaviour toward ſuperiors, which politeneſs 


and a juſt and reaſonable ſubordination require; and, 


in caſes of offence, to enforce their inſtructions by 
calm and diſpaſſionate reaſoning, exhortation, and re- 
proof, in ſuch manner, as ſhall be beſt ſuited to pro- 


mote the peace and order of the College. And, 


whenever ſuch means prove ineffectual, they ſhall 
report to the executive Authority, ſuch perſons, as 
ſhall refuſe to conform to their reaſonable directions, 
that ſuch other meaſures may be taken, as the caſe 
may require. And if any Senior, in the exerciſe of 
this diſcipline, ſhall be guilty of abuſing his authori- 
ty over the lawer Claſſes, he ſhall be deprived of the 
ſame, or otherwiſe puniſhed, at the diſcretion of the 


Preſident, Profeſſors and Tutors, 


X. Ix any ſtudent, during the time of his pupil- 
age ſhall contract matrimony, he ſhall be diſmiſſed 


| from the College.

CHAPTER II. 


Or THE RELIC Tous WoRsSHIP AND ORDER OF THE 
COLLEGE: or TE PROrESsSOR of Divinity, 
AND OF MoNJjTORS, 


z 


I. Ir ſhall be the duty of the Preſident, Profeſſors, 
and Tutors, diligently to inſpect and watch over the 
manners and behaviour of the Students, and, in all 
proper methods, both by example and precept, to re- 
commend to them a virtuous and blameleſs life, and 
a diligent attention to the public and private duties 
of religion. | 


2 
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II. The Preſident, or, in his abſence, one of the 
Profeſſors, or one of the Tutors, ſhall pray every 
morning and evening, in the Chapel, and read a chap- 
ter, or ſome ſuitable portion of Scripture ; unleſs a 
ſermon or ſome other theological diſcourſe ſhall be 
delivered. And every undergraduate Student ſhall 
be obliged to attend, upon the penalty of two cents 
for every inſtance of abſence, and of one cent for 
being tardy, or egreſſing, without a ſufficient reaſon, 


III. Tux Preſident is deſired frequently to deli- 
ver, in the Chapel, lectures, or diſſertations, on ſuch 
religious, moral, and other ſubjects, as he ſhall judge 
proper for the inſtruction of the College; which be- 
ing publicly appointed, every Student ſhall attend 
upon the penalty aforeſaid. 


IV. Divine worſhip ſhall be publicly ſolemnized 


in the College as a diſtinct religious ſociety on the 
Lokp's days; on days of Thankſgiving and of Faſt- 
ing appointed by public authority, and at ſuch other 
times as ſhall be appointed by the Preſident. And 
every undergraduate Student ſhall be obliged to be 


preſent at every exerciſe of public worſhip, on eve 


Loxkp's day, and on days of public Faſting and 
[Ln gr upon penalty of fix cents for every in- 


ſtance. of abſence, and of two cents for every'inſtance 
of being tardy, or egreſſing, without juſt reaſon ; and 


at lectures appointed by the Preſident, on penalty of 


three cents for every inſtance of abſence, and of one 
cent for being tardy, or egreſſing: And no reaſon of 


a Scholar's abſence from public worſhip ſhall be re- 
ceived as ſufficient, unleſs, when practicable, previ- 


ouſly made known to the Preſident, or a Profeſſor, 
or a Tutor. 


V. Tur Profe ſſor of Divinity ſhall perform the 
duties of the miniſterial and paſtoral office in the Col- 


dh © Cray. III. 


lege. In the diſcharge of theſe duties, both public 
and private, he ſhall uſe his beſt and moſt faithful 
endeavours to preſerve the Students from irreligion, 
error and vice; and to promote piety, virtue and 
good order, in this ſeat of learning : and it ſhall be 
his duty, whenever it is required, to lay before the 
Corporation, or the Prudential Committee, the re- 
ligious ſtate of the College, and receive their advice 
and dit ection in all matters relating to the buſineſs of 
his office. As a ſtanding rule, it is recommended, 
that about half of his public diſcourſes on the Loxp's 
day, ſhould be in a theological courſe of IActures or 
ſermons, founded upon ſcripture- texts, in a ſyſtema- 
tical o_ ; 7 that the 2 _— comprehend- 
ing a ſyftem of Divinity, ſhou com in the 
= of four years: T — the other * be 
miſcellaneous, on ſuch practical and occaſional ſub- 
jects as he ſhall judge beſt ſuited to the religious and 
moral ſtate and improvement of the College; and 
that, unleſs ſome ſpecial reaſon require a deviation, 
a diſcourſe of each kind be delivered every Loxp's 
day. And it ſhall be his duty to deliver one public 
theological lecture in the Chapel, on ſome other day 
of the week, every fortnight, and oftener, if it be 
required by the Corporation ; and likewiſe to give, 
from time to time, ſuch lectures and private i A 
ons to'the reſident Graduates and Students, as he ſhall 
judge may beſt preſerve and promote the religious 
intereſts of the College, and tend moſt effectually to 
form for future uſefulneſs, in the work of the evange- 
lical miniſtry, ſuch of the Students as ſhall appear 
deſirous of being prepared for it. ; 


VI. Ir is enjoined upon all the Students to ob- 
ſerve the Loxp's day as holy and ſacred to the duties 
of religion: and it any Scholar ſhall profane the ſaid 
day by unneceſſary buſineſs, by diverſion, or by 
walking abroad; or ſhall thereon admit any other 


+ 


Student or a ſtranger into his chamber ; or on the 
preceding or following evening ſnall make indecent 
noiſe or diſturbance ; or ſhall behave indecently or 
profanely at the time of public worſhip, or at pray- 
ers, in the Chapel, he may be puniſhed by fine, ad- 
monition or otherwiſe, as the nature and demerit of 
the crime ſhall require. 


VII. Resrpent Graduates are required to attend 
prayers, lectures and all other exerciſes of divine wor- 
ſhip in the Chapel, under penalty of e 
of the privilege of the Library for neglect: and if 


they ſhall perſiſt in the neglect, or ſet examples of open 


profaneneſs and diſregard to the Loxp's day, and the 


religious order of the College, and after admonition 

by the Preſident, ſhall not reform, they ſhall be ad- 

judged and declared to be no longer reſident Gradu- 

_ or members of the College, nor allowed to re- 
de in it. 


VIII. MonrTors ſhall be appointed by the Preſi- 
dent, who ſhall be furniſhed with bills, in which they 
ſhall note down thoſe, who are abſent from, come 
late to, or egreſs from, prayers and other public ex- 


erciſes in the Chapel, on which the Students are by 


law obliged to attend; which bills they ſhall deliver 
to the Prefident, a Profeſſor or a Tutor, whenever 


they ſhall be required. They ſhall alſo note down 


all the fines, infficted for abſence from prayers or any 
other crimes, when directed by the Preſident, a Pro- 
feffor, or a Tutor. And at the end of every quarter, 
they ſhall carry an account of fuch fines to the Preſi- 
dent, together with their bills undefaced : and if their 
bills ſhall be defaced, they ſhall be puniſhed by fine, 
or otherwiſe, at the diſcretion of the Preſident, Pro- 
feſſors and Tutors, unleſs they ſhall make it appear, 
that it was done without any negligence or fault 
chargeable on them, |

CHAPTER V. 


Or Taz CouRsE Or ACADEMIC LITERATURE AND 
| INSTRUCTION IN THE COLLEGE. 


1. | HE Preſident, Profeſſors and Tutors ſhall 


inſtruct the Undergraduate-Students in the three 
learned Languages, the liberal Arts and Sciences, 
and the whole courſe of Academic Literature. 


II. Taz Senior Claſs ſhall be under the eſpecial 
inſtruction of the Preſident : Each Tutor ſhall take 
the care of, and inſtruct the particular Claſs commit- 
ted to his charge by the Preſident : The Profeſſors 
ſhall deliver public lectures in the Chapel, and pri- 
vate lectures and inſtructions to the Claſſes and Stu- 
dents, in the ſeveral branches of ſcience which they 
ſeverally profeſs, under the direction of the Corpora- 
tion, or of the Prudential Committee; and where no 
particular direction is given by the Corporation, or 


the Prudential Committee, under the direction of the 
Preſident. 


III. Taz Preſident, with the advice of the Pro- 


feſſors and Tutors, ſhall appoint all claſſical exerciſes 


and examinations, and the authors which ſhall be read 
and recited by the reſpective Claſſes : And it ſhall 
be the duty of the Preſident annually at the Com- 
mencement to lay before the Corporation the ſtate 
and method of inſtruction, the Authors recited, and 


the progreſs of literary improvement in the College. 


IV. Tux firſt year of their ſtanding at the Col- 
lege, the Students ſhall be inſtructed in the learned 
Languages, and Arithmetic ; and the ſtudy of the 
Languages ſhall be continued the two following years: 
In the ſecond year they ſhall alſo be inſtructed in 
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Geography, the elements of Chronology, and Hiſ- 
tory, in Algebra, and plane Geometry: In the third 
year in Engliſh Grammar, in Trigonometry, Navi- 
gation, Surveying, and other branches of the Ma- 
thematics, in Natural Philoſophy and Aſtronomy: 
In the fourth year, in Rhetoric, Ethics, Logic, 
Metaphyſics, and the hiſtory of Civil Society; and 
| throughout the two laſt years of their Pupilage, on 
: Saturdays, in ſome approved ſyſtem of Theology. 
The Senior-Sophiſters, and alſo the Junior- Sophiſ- 
8 ters ſhall diſpute twice a week; and on Tueſdays and 
Fridays, the Undergraduates, about four on each 
day, ſhall declaim in the Engliſh, Latin, Greek, or 
Hebrew tongue, as ſhall be directed by the Preſident ; 
and in no other without his ſpecial leave: And each 
one, whenever required, ſhall deliver his declamation 
to the Preſident, or to his Tutor, fairly written, 
with his name ſubſcribed. The Monitors fhall pre- 
vioufly notify thoſe who are to declaim ; and at the 
time of declaiming deliver a catalogue of them to the 
Preſident, Profeſſor or Tutor, who ſhall be in the deſk. 
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V. Ir any Scholar ſhall be abſent from any lec- 

ture, recitation, diſputation, or other claſſical exer- 

| ciſe duly appointed, he may be fined three cents; and 
% if from declaiming, fix cents; and every Scholar ſhall 
| be obliged to attend every examination, public or

lege he hath been purſuing, it ſhall be the duty of the 
Preſident, or his Tutor, to admoniſh him of fuch de- 


ficiency, that he may. be incited to apply with grearer 
diligence to ſtudy : and if, notwithſtanding, at the 
next ſucceeding public examination, holden after an 
interval of at leaſt three months, he ſhall: appear fo 
deficient as to be unfit for his ſtanding, and unable 
with profit and reputation to purſue his ſtudies with 
his Claſs, he ſhall be degraded by the Preſident, Pro- 
feſſors and Tutors, to the next lower Claſs, or dif- 
miſſed from the College. 


VIII. Ir any Scholar ſhall frequently neglect the 
public exerciſes of religion and inſtruction, or if he 
ſhall fpend the hours of ſtudy in idleneſs and manifeſt 
a prevailing inclination to wickedneſs and a diſſolute 
behaviour; or if he entice others from their ſtudies 
and draw them into bad practices, he ſhall be diſmiſ- 
ſed from the College, or ruſticated for a year and 
put back into the next Claſs. 


IX. Taz cuſtomary public Exhibitions in the 
Chapel, ſhall be holden under the ditection of the 


Preſident, at the cloſe of the Winter and Spring 
Terms. 


X. On the third Wedneſday of July, annually, 
the Senior-Sophiſters ſhall be examined, under the 
direction of the. Preſident, by the Profeſſors, Tutors 
and other Gentlemen of a liberal education, who may 
be preſent, as to their knowledge and proficiency in 
the learned Languages, and the liberal Arts and Sci- 
ences : and being found well ſkilled in them, and 
the whole courſe of academic literature, ſhall be ad- 
vanced to the ſtanding of Candidates for the de- 

gree of Bachelor of Arts; and having made all ne- 
ceſſary preparations for Commencement, the Preſi- 
dent may give them leave of abſence from the Col- 
lege, until the Friday before the Commencement.

CHAPTER V. 
Or Vacations, AND or ABSENCE FROM THE Col. 
LEGE. 


J. HERE ſhall be three Vacations annually, 
The firſt, fix weeks immediately after Commence- 
ment: The ſecond, three weeks from and after every 
ſecond Wedneſday in January : The third, on the 
Wedneſday, immediately preceding the ſecond 
Thurſday in May, 


II. Taz Preſident ſhall appoint ſome ſuitable per- 
ſon, who during the Vacation ſhall take care of,.and 
prevent damages from being done to the College, or 
to any of the appurtenances belonging to it. . And 
ſuch perſen ſhall have a reaſonable compenſation 
made him by the Corporation. 


III. No Undergraduate ſhall reſide in the College, 
during any of the Vacations, withour the knowledge 
and permiſſion of the Preſident: And if any one 
ſhall tranſgreſs this law, he ſhall be fined not ex- 
ceeding twenty cents for each day. 


IV. IMMEDIATELY upon the expiration of every 
Vacation, the Undergraduate-Students ſhall aſſemble 
at the College : And if any ſuch Student ſhall not re- 
turn to the College at the end of a Vacation, or of 
the time of abſence allowed him by the Prefident, a 
Profeſſor or a Tutor, and ſhall ſend no ſufficient ex- 
| cuſe, he ſhall be fined twelve cents for every day's 
abſence ; and if he ſhall not return to the College, 
nor ſend a ſufficient reaſon before the end of the quar- 
ter, and the fine ſhall be charged in the quarter- bill, 
it ſnall not be taken off upon any excule, unl-ſs it 


ſhall amount te more than one dollar and ſixty- ſeven

CHAPTER VI. 


Or Tue LocaTioN or THE STUDENTS, 


I. HE Preſident ſhall have authority to locate 
the Students in the chambers and ſtudies of the Col- 
lege ; and if any Student ſhall refuſe'to dwell in the 
chamber aſſigned to him by the Preſident, he ſhall be 
diſmiſſed from the College: and if any Student ſhall 
remove from his own into another chamber; or 


make up his bed for lodging in any other chamber 
than his own, he may be fined, or puniſhed in ſome 


other way, as the circumſtances of the caſe may re- 
quire. RAS: | J 


| II. Is any Scholar, to whom a chamber is aſſign- | 


ed, ſhall be abſent from the College beyond the time 
allowed him; or ſhall be vexatious to his chamber- 
mates ; or ſhall injure the chamber ; or there ſhall be 
any other ſufficient cauſe, the Preſident may, at his 
diſcretion, take away a chamber from him, to whom 
it is aſſigned, and diſpoſe of it to another. 


III. Ir any Scholar ſhall walk abroad, or be ab- 


| ſent from his chamber, except half an hour after 


breakfaſt, an hour and an half after dinner, and from 
evening prayers to nine o'clock at night, without 
leave, he may be fined not exceeding nine cents, 


IV. Evxxv Student, whether preſent or abſent, 


| ſhall be at the expence of his proportion of furniture, 
wood and candles, neceſſary for the chamber aſſign- 


ed to him. 


. Ir the College chambers ſhall not be ſufficient 
to receive all the Students, the Preſident ſhall give 
Uberty to ſo many, as neceſſity ſhall require, to re- 
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fide among the inhabitants of New-Haven, of a good 
and approved character: In which caſe a preference 
ſhall be allowed to ſuch Students, as belong to the 
city, when it ſhall be requeſted by them, their pa- 
rents, or guardians, that they may reſide in the fa- 
milies, t6 which they belong. If any other Student 
ſhall fix his reſidence, in any houſe in the city, or re- 


move from one houſe to another, without the previ- 


ous knowledge and allowance of the Preſident, he 
| tall be fined, not exceeding thirty-ſix cents; and 


ſix cents for every day, during which he ſhall conti= 
nue to 1eſide in any ſuch houſe, without making it 
known to the Prefident. And if, after the expreſs 


 difallowance of the Preſident, any Student ſhall fix, 


or continue his reſidence in any houſe in the city, he 
ſhall be diſmiſſed from the College. 


VI. ALL Scholars, living out of the College, and 
in the town of New-Haven, ſhall be ſubject to the 


ſame laws and rules, in their chambers, as thoſe, 
who reſide in the College. |

CHAPTER VII. 


Or CoLLEGE-DAMAGES AND THE ASSESSMENT OF 


THEM, 


I. W HEN any damage ſhall be found done, ex- 


cept by the inevitable providence of Gop, to any 


chamber or ſtudy in the College, the perſon, or per- 


ſons, to whom ſuch chamber or ſtudy is aſſigned and 
belongs, ſhall make good the ſame, unleſs ſuch da- 


mage ſhall have happened, while they were abſent, 


in Vacation. And when any damage is done to any 


chamber or ſtudy, in Vacation, or to any other parts 


ok the College, or the appurtenances thereof, at any

time, the ſame ſhall be aſſeſſed upon all the Under- 
graduate Students, and charged in their quarter bills ; 
Provided always, if the on or perſons, who were 
principals or acceſſories in doing any ſuch damages, 
ſhall be diſcovered, he or they ſhall make full ſatis · 
faction for the ſame ; and if they ſhall have been done 
intentionally by any Scholar, or Scholars, they ſhall 
each be liable to a fine, not exceeding three dollars 
and thirty three cents, and to any other College puny 
iſhment, which the circumſtances of the offence ſhall 
require. | 5 


II. Taz Preſident ſhall eſtimate all damages of 
broken glaſs, at the end of every quarter, and the ſame 
aſſeſs upon the Students, according to law, and charge 
in their quarter- bills. F 


III. To aſcertain other damages done to the Col- 
lege- buildings and appurtenances, there ſhall be an- 
nually appointed at Commencement three perſons, 
who ſhall be called Inſpectors of the College, and a- 
ny two of them have power to act; whoſe duty it 
Mall be to inſpect, and eſtimate, all damages done to 
the College- buildings and appurtenances, whenever 
they ſhall be required by the Preſident : They ſhall 
alſo, ex officio, inſpect, and ſet down in writing, the 
ſtate of every chamber and ftudy, at the beginning 
and ending of every Vacation, and likewiſe of the 
buildings and appurtenances of the College ; and at 
the end of each term, and of each Vacation, they 
ſhall eſtimate the damages, done to each chamber and 
ſtudy, or to other parts of the College- buildings and 
appurtenances during the preceding term or vacati- 
on, which had not before been eftimated, on the ſpe- 
cial requeſt of the Preſident. And all eſtimates of 
damages particularly ſtated the Inſpectors ſhall deli- 
ver to the Preſident in writing, with their names ſub- 
ſcribed, which eſtimates, with a reaſonable compenſa- 
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tion to the Inſpectors for their trouble, ſhall be the 


rule, by which the Undergraduates ſhall be aſſeſſed 


- 


and charged reſpectively by the Prefident, for dam- 
ages, in the quarter-bill, next after ſuch eſtimates 
ſhall have been made, 


IV. ALL damages, eſtimated by the Inſpectors of 
the College, ſhall, by order of the Preſident, be im- 
mediately repaired, when practicable; and when in 
the opinion of the Inſpectors, it ſhall be expedient, 
that any damage done to the College, or to any of the 
appurtenances thereof ſhould be repaired, before ah 
eftimate of ſuch damage is made, the Preſident ſhall 
order the repair to be made ; and provided the repair 
is full and complete, the actual expenſe ſhall be a rule 
to the Inſpectors in the eſtimate of the damage; other- 
wiſe it ſnall be aſſeſſed according to their diſcretion. 


V. No repairs, additions, or alterations, ſhall be 
made in any chamber of the College, or in the ap- 
purtenances of any chamber, by any Student or Stu- 
dents, but at his or their own expenſe, and under 


the direction of the Inſpectors of the College, on pe- 


nalty of a fine not exceeding three dollars and ſixty 
ſeven cents for each offence. | 


VI. WrzNntevek in the opinion of the Inſpectors 


of the College it ſhall be neceſſary thar the Chapel, 
or any of the public chambers or entries of the Col- 
lege, or the chambers of the Students, or any of 
them, ſhould be whitewaſhed, the fame ſhall be done 
by the order of the Preſident, under the direction of 
the Inſpectors, or ſome one of them; the expenſe of 
which ſhall be paid dut of the College-Treaſury. 


VII. Taz Inſpectors of the College ſhall be au- 


thoriſed to judge and determine, whether the College 
chambers are fit for the reception of the Students; 
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— 
and if on inſpection of any chamber, it is not, in their 
opinion, fit to be inhabited, no Student, ſhall be ob- 


liged to reſide in ſuch chamber, until it ſhall be re- | 


paired, and judged by the Inſpectors fit to be inhabited.

II. Ir any Scholar ſhall be cullty of blaſphemy, 


robbery, fornication, theft, forgery, duelling, or any 


other crime, for which an infamous puniſhment may 


be inflited by the laws of the State, he ſhall be ex- 
pelled. 


III. Ir any Scholar ſhall be guilty of a profane 
oath, or vow, or of profaning the name, word, or

IV. Ir any Scholar ſhall aſſault, wound, or ſtrike

into his chamber or ſtudy ; or to aſſiſt them in ſup- 
preſſing any diſorder, or to give his evidence reſpec- 
ting any matter under examination, when in any of 
thoſe caſes required; or ſhall falſely declare himſelf 

ignorant of the matter, he may be puniſhed by fine, 
admonition, ruſtication, or expulſon, as the « circum-

IX. Ir any Scholar ſhall go a-fiſhing or ſailing, 
or more than two miles from the College, mu any 
D 
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occaſion, without leave of the Preſident, a Profeſſor, 
or a Tutor, or ſhall undreſs. himſelf. for ſwimming in 


any place, expoſed to public view, he may be fined 
not exceeding thirty four cents. 


X. Ix any Scholar, without leave obtained of the 
Preſident, or one of the Profeſſors, or of the Tutors, 
mall go out of the town of New- Haven, or beyond 
the place allowed him, or ſhall not return by the ap- 

pointed time, he may be puniſhed by fine, admoni- 

tion, or otherwiſe, according to the degree and cir-

XI. Ir any Scholar ſhall play at hand or foot-ball, 
in the College-yard, or throw any thing againſt the 
College buildings or fence, by which they may be in 
danger of damage, he ſhall be fined eight cents. 


XII. Every Scholar, in ſtudying time, ſhall ab- 
ſtain from hallooing, ſinging, noiſineſs and loud talk- 
ing, in the College, or College-yard, on penalty of 
fix cents, and in the preſence of the Preſident or any 
one of the Profeſſors, or Tutors, on a penalty, not 
exceeding thirty four cents. 


XIII. I. any Scholar ſhall ring the College: bell, 
except by order of the Preſident, a Profeſſor, Tutor, 
or the Butler, he ſhall be fined, or otherwiſe puniſh- 


ed, as the caſe may require. 


XIV. No Scholar is allowed to keep any kind of 
fire- arms, or gun- powder, upon penalty of ſeventeen 
cents: and if any Scholar ſhall fire any gun- powder 
in or near the College- yard, he ſhall be fined fifty 
cents: and if it be done near the dwelling-houſe or 
the perſon of the Preſident, a Profeſſor or a Tutor, 
he ſhall alſo be puniſhed as for contempt. |

XVI. No Scholar ſhall attend any dancing aſſem- 


bly, or dancing ſchool, in the City of New-Haven, 
in term time, on penalty of fifty cents for every ſuch 
offence. e nen 


XVII. Ir any Scholar ſhall play at billiards, or 
any other unlawful game, or at any game for a wa- 


ger; or ſhall call for any ſtrong drink in any tavern, 
or other place, within two miles of the College, he 
ſhall be puniſhed for the firſt offence forty cents; for 
the ſecond, eighty cents, and for the third, may be 
Tuſticated, diſmiſſed, or expelled. © 


XVIII. Ir any Scholar ſhall venture money, or 
8, In any kind of lottery, or chance game, not 


allowed by the laws of the land, he ſhall be puniſh- 


ed by fine, admonition, ruſtication or expulſion, as 


the nature and circumſtances of the caſe may require. 


XIX. Ir any Scholar ſhall familiarly aſſociate 
himſelf with vile, idle, diffolute perſons, or ſhall ad- 
mit ſuch perſons into his chamber, and ſhall perſiſt 
therein after warning given him by any of the Autho- 


rity of the College to avoid them, he may be fined, 


or otherwiſe puniſhed, as his offence ſhall require. 


XX. Ir any perſon not belonging to the College 
ſhall contemptuouſly treat or abuſe the Authority of 
the College ; or ſhall inſtigate, adviſe or aid any Stu- 
dent to a refraftory and ſtubborn behaviour, or car- 
rlage toward the Laws and Governors of the College; 
or ſhall draw away and ſeduce any of the Students in- 
to vile principles or practices, the Preſident may for- 
bid the perſon fo offending to enter inte the College. 
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yard, and alſo prohibit the Students to hold any in- 
tercourſe with him, which if any Scholar ſhall have 
after ſuch prohibition, he may be fined, at the diſ- 
cretion of the Preſident, Profeſſors and Tutors. 


XXI. Ir any combination or agreement to do an 
unlawful act, or to forbear compliance with any in- 
junction from lawful Authority in the College, ſhall 
be entered into by Undergraduates ; or if any enor- 
mity, diſorder. or act of diſobedience ſhall be perpe- 
trated by any Undergraduates in conſequence of ſuch 
combination or agreement, in both or either of thoſe 
caſes, ſuch and ſo many of the offenders, ſhall, upon 
due, conviction, be puniſhed with admonition, ruſti- 
cation, diſmiſſion or expulſion, according to the cir- 
cumſtances of their offences, as ſhall be judged n 
_ for the preſervation of good order in the Col- 
ge. 


XXII. In all caſes when an offence is committed 
frequently. or daringly, the Preſident, Profeſſors and 
Tutors ſhall have power to inflict fines not more than 
double the fines ſpecified by law, or to add ſome other 
College-puniſhment at their diſcretion : And, where 
the amount of a fine is not ſpecified, it ſhall in no 
caſe exceed three dollars thirty-four cents. And in 
all caſes the Preſident, Profeſſors and Tutors may 
accept an ingenuous public confeſſion, in lieu of the 
penalties, except where the law requires expulſion, 


XXIII. WrzREas the Laws of the College are 
few and general, and caſes may occur, which are not 
expreſsly provided for by law; in all ſuch caſes, the 
Preſident, Profeſſors and Tytors ſhall. proceed ac- 
cording to their beſt diſcretion, and may puniſh a 
Scholar by inflicting a fine, or any other College 
_ .cenſure, according to the nature and circumſtances 
of his crime, 


XXIV. Taz Preſident ſhall cauſe a bill of the 
fines and other puniſhments, inflicted upon the Stu- 
dents for miſdemeanors and crimes, to be kept for 
the inſpection of their parents and guardians, when- 
ever they ſhall requeſt it ; which bill ſhall contain a 
ſurnmary account of the reaſons of ſuch fines and pun- 

ihments. »

CHAPTER IX. 
Or THe LiBRARY; or THE Muszun; or THE 
PniLoSOPHICAL CHAMBER AND APPARATUS. 


I. No Perſon, except the Preſident, Fellows, 
Profeffors, Tutors; reſident Graduates, and Senior 
and Junior-Sophiſters ſhall have the liberty of bor- 
rowing books out of the Library, but by permiſſion 
from the Prefident, Provided, that no Student ſhall 
haye more than three books; borrowed out of the 
Library, at one time. 


II. Taz Librarian ſhall enter down in a bill, the 
title and ſize of every book borrowed out of the Li- 
brary, the name of the perſon, who borrowed it, and 
the time when it was borrowed, and returned: And 
no perſon ſhall be allowed to take any book out of 
the Library, without his knowledge; nor ſhall he 
lend any Library-book to any inthe who has not 
the liberty of borrowing books out of the Libra- 
ry, granted to him by law. | 


III. No perſon ſhall lend to' any other a book, 
' which he hath borrowed out of the Library; nor let it 
go from under his perſonal poſſeſſion, under the pen- 
alty of loſing the privilege of borrowing for one year, 
Provided that if any Undergraduate ſhall break this 
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law, he may be debarred the privilege as above, or be 
fined, not exceeding one dollar, at the diſcretion of 
the Preſident. And no Student, graduate or, Under- 
graduate, ſhall carry a book out of the City of New- 
Haven, under the ſame penalties. And all books, 
borrowed out of the Library by Undergraduates, ſhall 
be returned, the week before a Vacation, under-the 
ſame penalties. 


IV. Every Maſter, Bachelor and Undergraduate 
ſhall pay to the Librarian nine cents for every month, 
for every folio Volume, borrowed out of the Library; 


for a quarto, ſix cents; for on octavo, or leſſer vo- 


lume, three cents; for a pamphlet, one cent; and 
double the ſum for every book, which is recited. 
And if he ſhall not return the book, within a month 
from the time, when it was borrowed, he ſhall pay 
double the ſum, above mentioned, for every month, 
until it ſhall be returned; except folios, which may 
be kept out two months: And, if he ſhall not return 
the book within fix months, he ſhall be liable to pay 
for the ſame ; and, if it belong to a ſet of books, he 
ſhall take the remaining volumes, and pay for the _ 
whole, or replace them by a new ſet. © And whoſoever 

ſhall have borrowed a book out of the Library, ſhall 
make good all damages done to it. while in his poſ- 


ſeſſion, at the deſcretion of the Preſident, or the Li- 
brarian. | 


V. Tur Librarian ſhall annually render to the 
Preſident and Fellows, an account of the money paid 
to him, which ſhall be expended in repairing and 
buying books or in any other way for the benefit of the 
Library, at the deſcretion of the Preſident. 


VI. Tux Senior Tutor for the time being, ſhall 
be the Librarian, and ſhall attend upon the buſineſs 
ef the office, at the Library, twice every week, at ſuch 


„ 
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times, as ſhall be appointed by the Preſident; and 
no perſon ſnall go into into the Library, without the 
Librarian, except ſuch as are in the government of 
the College, or by their direction. And, whenever 
required, the Librarian ſhall render an account of the 
ſtate of the Library to the Corporation. 


VII. Tux Philoſophical Chamber, the Apparatus 
Room, and Apparatus ſnall be under the care of the 
Profeſſor of Mathematics and Natural Philoſophy, 
who ſhall alſo be the keeper of the Muſeum. 


VIII. No perſon, except the Preſident, or ſome 
other officer in the government of the College, or by 
permiſſion of the Preſident, or of ſuch other officer, 
ſhall be allowed to go into the Muſeum, the Philoſo- 
ED Chamber, or Apparatus Room, without the 

rofeſſor of the Mathematics and Natural Philoſo- 
Phy, who ſhall take care that the ſeveral inſtruments, 
machines and other articles, repoſited in them, be 
in their proper places, and in good order, and make 
report of their ſtate to the Corporation, whenever 
he ſhall find it neceſſary, or ſhall be required. 


CHAPTER X. 


Or THe BUTLER. 


— 


. Evrxv morning and Evening, at the hour of 
prayer, the Butler ſhall wait on the Preſident, or in 
his abſence, on one of the Profeſſors or Tutors; and 
having received his orders, ſhall ring the bell; on 
which the Students ſhall aſſemble in the Chapel. In 
like manner, he ſhall wait on the Preſident, or on one 
of the Profeſſors and Tutors, and by their direction

ring the bell for all public meetings, leQures, and g- 
rr {Þ the Chapel, by the Preſi- 
dent's appointment; and at all ather times, when fe- 
quired by the Preſident, a Profeſſor, or a Tutor. He 
hall alſo ring the bell at the hours of breakfaſt, din-

ner and ſupper, and for ſtudying- time, at half an hour

after breakfaſt, an hour an 
at nine o'clock at night. 


II. Tur Butler, ſhall be allowed to ſell, in the 
Buttery, Cider, Metheglin, {mall and ſtrong Beer, 
and ſuch other articles, as the Preſident ſhall judge 
neceſſary for the Students, and permit in writing: But

he hath for ſale, and his accounts with the Students, 


and no charge except for permitted articles, ſhall be 
allowed in his quarter- bill. | | 


III. Tux Butler ſhall not fell any other than per- 
mitted articles for ready money to any Scholar, nor 
allow any Scholar to contract a debt at the Buttery, 
exceeding one dollar twenty-five cents per month, 
except for Books to be recited, unleſs ſuch Scholar 
be of age ; or his parent or guardian ſignify to the 
Butler in writing, that a larger credit be given him; 
in which caſe the Butler may go on to credit ſuch 
Scholar to the amount of two.dollars fifty cents per 
month, and no further. | ES. 


IV. Tux Butler as a compenſation for his expenſe, 
ſhall be allowed not exceeding twenty-five per cent. 
on the net coſt of the articles ſold by him, except ſuch 
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articles as ſhall be quarterly ſtated by the Preſident. 
And, at the cloſe of each quarter, the Butler ſhall 
make up his bill againſt each Student, in which eve- 
ry article ſized or taken up by him at the Buttery, 
ſhall be particularly charged, which bill ſhall be ſub. 
ject to the correction of the Preſident, and being ap- 


proved, and ſigned by him, the Students ſhall be 


obliged to pay the ſame ; and if not paid within one 
month, intereſt till paid. 


V. Fox. the privilege of the Buttery, the Butler 
ſhall provide candles, and light them in the Chapel, 
at prayers, and on other occaſions, athisown expenſe, 
unleſs it ſhall be otherwiſe ordered by the Corporation. 


VI. Evzxy Butler, before he enters on the buſi- 
nels of his office, ſhall publicly read in the Chapel, 
and deliver to the Preſident a writing ſigned by him, 
in which he acknowledges and declares, that he ac- 
cepts the office under the laws and regulations of the 
College; and that he will be conformed to them in 
the duties and buſineſs of it: And if any Butler ſhall, 
notwithſtanding, neglect the duties of the office; or 
in the buſineſs of it ſhall tranſgreſs the laws of the 
College, or the lawful orders of the Preſident, every 
ſuch Butler ſo offending ſhall be liable to be amerced 
by the Corporation or the Prudential Committee, in 
a ſum not exceeding twenty dollars, to be paid into 
the treaſury of the College, and to be removed from 
his office at their diſcretion. 


VII. Taz Butler, with the approbation of the 
Preſident, ſhall have liberty to appoint a waiter, to 
deliver articles to the Students, from the Buttery, 
and to do all the foregoing duties of ſervice, in his 
ſtead ; for which he ſhall make him a reaſonable 
compenſation, 
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p CHAPTER XI. 


Or Commons. 


I. HE Steward appointed by the Corporation 
ſhall, when required by the Preſident, provide in the 
College-Hall, victuals, after the manner of living in 
common families, for all the Profeffors and Tutors, 
Graduates and Undergraduates, who reſide in the 
College ; and ſhall at all times cauſe the Tables to be 
decently ſpread, and attended, at ſuch a price, as 
ſhall be fixed by the Corporation. And if any Stu- 
dent, reſiding in the College, refuſe to be in Com- 
mons, he ſhall be diſmiſſed from the College. 


II. In caſe of fickneſs, or other urgent neceſſity, 
the Profeſſors and Tutors may put themſelves out of 
Commons; but no Graduate ſhall put himſelf out of 
Commons, but with the leave of the Preſident ; and 
no » Undergraduate ſhall be put out of Commons, 
without a written order from the Preſident, or one 
of the Tutors : Nor ſhall any ſuch leave, or order, be 
granted to any Graduate or Undergraduate, —_— 
in the College, ſaving only in caſe of ſickneſs, unleſs 
he properly belong to ſome family in the City of 
New-Haven, in which caſe he may be permitted to 
receive his diet in ſuch family, when requeſted, and 
in no other. The Prudential Committee, however, 
ſhall be authoriſed to grant an exemption from being 
in Commons to any Student, for other reaſons, than 
of ſickneſs, when they ſhall appear ſufficiently great 
and urgent to juſtify the ſame, | 


HI. Ar every meal, one of the Profeſſors, Tu- 
tors, or Graduates, or in their abſence, a Senior-So- 
phiſter ſhall aſk a bleſſing on the food, and return 
thanks: And all the Scholars ſhall at meal-times be- 
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have themſelves decently, abſtaining from all rude 
and loud talking, and keeping in their places, until 
thanks ſhall have been returned. No kitchen furni- 
ture or utenſils ſhall be carried out of the hall; nor 


any victuals to any Undergraduate, unleſs in caſe of 


ſickneſs, or for other good reaſon, and by an order 
from the Preſident, a Profeſſor or a Tutor: If any 
Scholar tranſgreſs in either of theſe things, he ſhall 


be fined, or otherwiſe puniſhed, according to the 


circumſtances and aggravations of the offence. 


IV. WatrrTess ſhall be appointed by the Preſi- 
dent, who ſhall attend the tables in the hall, at every 
meal; for which a reaſonable compenſation ſhall be 
made them by the Steward. The waiters, before 
they leave the hall, after each meal, ſhall make a re- 
turn in writing to the Steward of all damages, done 
to the utenſils at ſaid meal, and of the names of the 
perſons, who did the fame, if known; and ſhall fee, 
that all utenſils, delivered into the hall, be returned 
back into the kitchen, If the waiters negle& to 
comply with this law, they ſhall be accountable to 
the Steward, and charged in their quarter-bills for all 
damages, ſuſtained through ſuch neglect. The Stew- 
ard ſhall keep an account of all damages notified by 
the waiters, and of all other damages and loſs of uten- 
ſils, and the ſame exhibit every quarter to the Preſi- 
dent and Tutors, who ſhall aſſeſs ſuch damages and 
loſſes, unleſs ſuch as happened through his default, 
or the default of his ſervants in the kitchen, and charge 
the ſame, in the Steward's next quarter-bill, to the 
perſons, by whom they were done, or through whoſe 
neglect or default they happened, if known ; other- 
wiſe to all the Scholars, who were in commons at 
the time, or during the quarter, when they were done, 
or happened. - 


V. Ir any Undergraduate, when in Commons, 
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- ſhall breakfaſt, dine or ſup, except gratis upon invi- 
tation, in any houſe in the City ; or ſhall . 
fuch meal to be brought to him from the town; in 
either caſe, unleſs he had previous leave from the 
Preſident, or a Tutor, he ſhall be liable to a fine, 
not exceeding fifteen cents.

CHAPTER XII. 


Or CoLLEGE-DUES, AND QUARTER-BILLS,

mencement- evening. The firſt quarter ſhall end on 

the ſecond Wedneſday of December: The ſecond, 
on the ſecond Wedneſday of March: The third on 
the ſecond Wedneſday of June; and the fourth at 
the Commencement. The Preſident may vary the 
endings of the three firſt quarters, for a few days, 
ſooner or later, at his diſcretion. , 
II. Towarps the end of each quarter, the Preſi- 
dent ſhall cauſe to be written out a bill, with a du- 
plicate thereof, containing the following ſums, which 
ſhall be paid quarterly by each Student into the Col- 
lege-Treaſury, viz. For tuition, four dollars; for a 
chamber in Connecticut-Hall, fifty cents; for a 
chamber in Union-Hall, one dollar, for ordinary re- 
pairs and other contingent charges, ſixty cents; for 
ſweeping, living out of the College, ſix cents; for 
ſweeping and making beds, living in the College, 
thirty-three cents; excepting that the graduated 
Students ſhall be exempted from tuition and contin- 
gent charges; together with the ſums aſſeſſed during 
the quarter for broken glaſs, for other damages, for 
nes, for expenſe of claſſical catalogues, and other 
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cuſtomary College-dues : Likewiſe in the bill of the 
mn ending at Commencement, the Candidates 
r the firſt degree ſhall be charged with the ſum of 
one dollar for the triennial printing of the College- 
Catalogue, and with the ſum of two dollars for the 
expenſe of the public Commencement-dinner, unleſs 
ſaid fums ſhall beotherwiſe ſtated by the Corporation. 
The Candidates for the ſecond degree ſhall pay alike 
ſum to the Treaſurer for the public dinner, or to the 
Scribe of the Corporation, who. ſhall deliver the 
fame to the Treafurer. The Preſident, having ap- 
proved and ſigned the ſaid Bills, ſhall deliver one of 
them to the Treaſurer of the College, and keep the 
the other, himfelf ; and thereon take a writing ſign+ 
ed by the Treaſurer, acknowledging his receipt of 
the other bill, and that he will be accountable to the 
Preſident and Fellows for the whole ſum therein con- 
tained ; And the Treaſurer ſhall collect the ſame of 
the Students, and ſhall pay quarterly to the officers 
of the College, the ſums due to them, charging ſaid 
- ſums to the Corporation, with all other ſums paid by 
theirorder, or by order of the Prudential Committee, 
and likewiſe pay quarterly to the ſweeper of the Col- 
lege ſuch a ſum as by agreement of the Corporation, 
or of the Prudential Committee ſhall have become 
his due ; the ſame being certified by the Preſident. 


III. Is hke manner, towards the end of each 
quarter, the Stewatd ſhall write a bill of the ſeveral 
ſums, payable to him for commons at the price ſtated 
by the Preſident and Fellows, and for damages, 
which ſhall have been affeſſed during the quarter, 
with a duplicate thereof, both which bills he ſhall 
preſent to the Preſident ; and the Preſident having 
approved and ſigned them, ſhall deliver one of therm 
to the Steward, and keep the other himſelf, and 
thereon take a writing ſigned by the Steward, ack- 
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nowledging the receipt of the other bill, which he 
ſhall be authoriſed to collect of the Students, and ap- 

ly to his own uſe ; and if he ſhall not be able to 
collect the ſums of money, due on faid bill, without 
a ſuit, he ſhall have a right to uſe the bond given to 
the Preſident and Fellows; provided he ſhall give 
ſufficient ſecurity to the Treaſurer to indemnify 
them. 


IV. Taz ſeveral ſums, charged in the quarter- 
bills, ſhall be conſidered as due and payable as ſoon 
as the bills are made up according to law; and the 
Treaſurer ſhall be authoriſed to demand the ſame, 
immediately on the bill's being delivered to him for 
collection, with intereſt for all the time afterwards, 
during which they ſhall remain unpaid. And when- 
ever bonds are entered for a Student by any perſon 
or perſons, not refident in this ſtate, it ſhall be the 
duty of the Treaſurer, in caſe any quarter-bill of ſuch 
Student ſhall remain unpaid for the term of three 
months, after it ſhall become due, to notify the Pre- 
ſident thereof; and it ſhall thereupon be the duty of 
the Preſident to require other bonds for ſuch Student 
from ſome perſon or perſons reſident in this ſtate ; 


and on a noncompliance with ſuch requiſition, ſuch 
Student ſhall be diſmiſſed. 


V. In caſe of the abſence, ſickneſs or any other 
incapacity of the Preſident; and alſo in caſe the Pre- 
ſident's office ſhall be vacant, the ſenior Tutor at 
the College ſhall be authoriſed and required to do 
every thing relating to the Quarter-Bills of the Trea- 
ſurer, Steward and Butler; which by law the Preſi- 
dent is authoriſed and required to do.

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CHAPTER XIII. 


Or COMMENCEMENT AND ACADEMICAL DEGREES.

Wedneſday of September, annually, and the Candi- 
dates for the firſt degree ſhall attend at the College, 
on the Friday preceding. 


II. No Scholar may expect the honor of the firſt 
degree, who hath not attended and performed the 
courſe of academical exerciſes, as appointed by law 
for the ſpace of four years; except ſuch as have been 
regularly admitted to an advanced ſtanding; nor un- 
leſs, on the examination in July, or a ſpecial examin- 
ation appointed by the Preſident, he ſhall have been 
approved as a candidate for the ſame ; and alſo have, 
on the day before the Commencement, produced 
certificates from the Treaſurer, the Butler, and the 
Librarian, that he has paid to them their reſpective 
dues. F | 


III. No Candidate for the ſecond degree may ex- 
pect the honor of the ſame, unleſs he ſhall have pre- 
ſerved a good moral character, and previouſly to 
the Commencement ſignified to the Preſident his 
deſire of the ſame : All Candidates for either degree 
ſhall be perſonally preſent, unleſs in any inſtance the 
Preſident and Fellows ſhall judge it proper to confer 


the honor of a degree upon an abſent Candidate, in 


which caſe he ſhall pay into the College-Treaſury, 
one dollar, or ſuch greater ſum, as the Preſident and 
Fellows ſhall appoint. And certificates from the 
Treaſurer, that the money required of the Candi- 
dates for the ſecond degree, for the public dinner, and 
likewiſe of abſent Candidates has been - paid to him, 
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ſhall be produced to the Scribe of the Corporation 
on the Commencement- morning; or ſaid money 
may be paid to the Scribe, who ſhall be accountable 
to the Treaſurer for the ſame, or ſo much thereof as 
he ſhall receive. 


TV. ALL academical honors ſhall be given by the 
Prefident with the conſent of the Fellows ; and the 
Candidates for a firſt or a ſecond degree, ſhall, each, 
for the ſame, pay to the Preſident four Dollars. 


V. Taz Candidates for either degree ſhall attend 
the public proceſſion on the Commencement-day, 
from and to the College ; and ſhall perform the pub- 
lic exerciſes, which ſhall have been previouſly ap- 

inted for them by the Preſident; and- no public 
exhibition ſhall be made without ſuch appointment, 
nor without having been approved by the Preſident. 
The Preſident ſhall begin and cloſe the buſineſs and 
public entertainments of the day with prayer. 


VI. Turn ſhall be no parade, illumination or 
fire-works at the time of the Commencement, but by 
the permiſſion and under the direction of the Preſi- 
dent: and if any Candidate for a degree, or any 
Scholar ſhall tranſgreſs this law, he ſhall be puniſhed 
by the Preſident and Fellows at their diſcretion.
